. In your article No. 1, containing objections 
to thu Maine Liquor Law, you say : " It is not 
the traffic in liquors, thut causes mischief,. but 
the intemperance und tcealneu of iudiviiluals.", 
By that expression, you impliedly admit that 
the mischief exists. And since this is admit-, 
ted, wu do not care to disputu about whether' 
it is cuused directly by the trndic, or by the 
weakness of those who drink. We think you 
cannot deny, thut, if the traffic were abolished, 
the "intemperance and weakness of individ- 
uals," and consequently " the mischief," would 
be abolished with it. The traffic causes the 
intemperance,, and that causes the mischief. 
Abolish the traffic, and you abolish all its 
rcsultH, both primary nnd secondary. ' 
: We admit that many men, like your father, 
may use liquor moderately many years, with- 
out appearing to receive injury by it. But 
we say, on the other hand, that while a few 
mny do this, the majority cannot, but acquire 
a strong appetite, which grows stronger and 
stronger until they are unable to control it, 
und uro borne away by the tide of intemper- 
ance. Do we not all know this ? Do wu not 
air see it every day around us? Is it not an 
established fact— cttublishcd by tho testimony 
of hundreds of thousands of drinking men — 
that tho habitual use of alcoholic drinks, cro- 
nies an appetite which continues to increase, 
until it becomes in all cases difficult, and in 
many cases impossible to overcome ? This is 
simply n question of fuel, on which we would 
be glad to hear your answer. If you admit 
that drinking creates such nn appetite, and 
that from this appetite arises thu mischief your 
have spoken of— viz., a vast amount of crime, 
pauperism and ruin to families — then the fur- 
ther question remains for us to discuss, wheth- 
er Society has a right to prohibit a traffic 
which indirectly onuses such evil. If you 
deny this, then it remains for us to bring for- 
ward our proof*. 


But let us, if wo con, agree upon, or estab- 


lish the fuels in our case, before we go into 
the constitutional or moral right of our Statu- 
te enact a prohibitory law.

FniESD BOOTH— 


The mail closing last nialit nn hour earlier 


than usual, brought my cpiitlo of yesterday 
to an abrupt termination. Allow me to begin 
wbcro I left off. 


I iay, it ia contended by thoso who favor 


tho project of giving every organized county 
a reprciontativc, irrespective of numbers, that 
tho constitutional provision in capable of a 
more liberal construction in tliii particular 
than is sought to bo put upon it, as mny be 
reasonably inferred by tho action under it of 
the convention which tnudo it, in doing the 
very thing which this resolution proposes; 
and also from tho fact, that, in making icpa- 
rnta Assembly districts, separate interests are 
recognized, and also tho necessity of every in- 
terest having its own representative. Just 
now tho matter is a groat bono of contention, 
Mid how it will be determined cannot bo con- 
jectured. I think, ns long as our policy in 
legislation is to miiko every town question «t 
matter of Sluto concern, wo ought to allow 
every county a representative. Some arc 
opposed to districting the State at all, nnd al- 
together, I am inclined to think this appor- 
tionment question will bo tho most difficult 
one thu legislature will have buforu it. 


I was mistaken in my guess that (ho Bank 


committee would report on Saturday. I am 
told it will report on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. 
So it will bo a week or ten days yet 


before the matter is fairly before the House. 
If I am correctly informed, the basis of issues, 
as tho bill now stands in tho hands of tho com- 
mittee, is exclusively stocks of Slates or the 
United StatcH, upon which the interest Is reg- 
ularly paid, to be taken at tho average rates 
they haVo commanded in tho New York mar- 
ket for six months preceding tho time of de- 
p3*it. For giti'h deposit, the Stale authorities 
will countersign nn equal amount of bills for 
circulation, I cannot understand what object 
it will bo to establish Uanks under sueh cir- 
cumstances. It is simply changing tho form 
of capital, and tho profits cannot bo enough, it 
teem* to mo, to miiko it an object. 
Either I 


am grossly at fault, in my views of this cur- 
rency question, or else the public generally 
are, as I find my own views meet but little 
sympathy. 
But enough for tho present on 


this point. 


In the Assembly, tho first business was the 


presentation by tho Speaker of several re- 
monstrances Bgitinst thu passage of the Maine 
liquor law, followed by tho presentation of 
about fivo times ns many petitions on tho 
other side, from different members. 


Under tho head of resolutions, ono was prc- 


tcntcd proposing to take two thousand copies 
of tho Wucoimin Argun, containing tho report 
of tho committee on Mining nnd Smelting, 
which, after considerable discussion, was voted 
down. 


Tho Apportionment resolution was then 


called up, and the debate on llmt imlijcct 
commenced. After occupying tho whole fore- 
noon, it WHS fin illly disposed of by refusing to 
allow (ho small counties representative!, irre- 
spective of population, anil fixing the basis at 
4500. There will bu a strong effort made to 
defeat any apportionment this winter. 


Thu Senate announced that tho bill locating 


tho Washington courly scat had passed that 
body without amendment. So the matter is 
disposed of, for this session at least. 


In thu House, in tho afternoon, there came 


up on the third reading a bill amending the 
personal property exemption law, so ns to 
embrace the " moans to procure A year's pro- 
viniou," AS well a "ycar'o provision." This 
gave rise to a long debate, in wliieh muny 
members participated. Messrs. Skinner, Bar- 
ber, and others, wore opposed to the amend- 
ment, and to exemptions generally. Messrs. 
Richardson, Conger, Hoyt, Sholcs, and others, 
favored tho amendment, nnd exemptions gen- 
erally. Mr. Sholi'a moved nn amendment 
that tho tools of n mechanic and thu books of 
professional men, &<:., should bu exempt with- 
out limit in value, which was lost. Mr. Bar- 
ber moved that tlio printing presses and types 
of the printer in actual usn, be exempt, which 
vras adopted. And tbo bill, no amended, was 
ordorcd lo a third reading.

I forpot to add, thnt a bill amending Ilio 


Green Bay nnd Cbicngo Railroad, extending 
tho rand up into Iho frigid zone, to some place 
about Lnko Superior, vras passed, with a pro- 
viso tlmt the road bo commenced within two, 
and completed within ten years. It will be 
done, I guess," with a proviso."

"Lobbies" are hero 
from points interested, asking a charter for a 
road from Waukesha down tho valley of the 
Fox river to the Stato line, whoro an Illinois 
company will lake hold and complete U to a 
connection with tho Chicago aud Galena road 
at Elgin'.- This charter is suid to bo asked in 
good faith, if being Intended to build it with 
but little delay, If granted. Of course this 
project is not for the interest of Milwaukee, 
nor the Lako shore, south,.and I apprehend 
will not meet with sufficient favor to carry it

Circumstances tire to be taken into the ac- 


count when cstimatin;! thu amount of guilt 
attached to the eoramis-ion of an out. Allow- 
ances are to be tumlo, according to the amount 
of light and knowlcd<iu under which tho act 
was done. \Vliat ini^ht seem to be a^ravut- 
ed and damning legislation among enlighten- 
ed Christian people, would be very much pal- 
liated timong heathens and cannibals. '•Where 
tnueh is given, much will bu required," 
and " be that knoweth his master's will, and 
doeth it not, shall bo beaten with many 
stripes."
